They continued to perform this 
task until their service was ab­ 
ruptly ended in 1770 when a young 
naval officer was caught out after 
curfew and 
chewed

death. 
Dogs were nex t used in Paris in 
38 95, when local agents began us­ 
ing a canine 
corps 
to 
control 
gangs that were creating a police 
problem. This led to their use by 
the Germans the following year 
and it was there the first scientific 
and planned development in this 
field took place with ex periments 
in breeding, training and utiliza­ 
tion. 
Through their ex perience with 
dogs in police work the Germans 
selected the German Shepherd, or 
Alsatian, as the breed best suited 
for these duties. The Doberman 
Pinscher was a second choice. 
The first school of its kind for 
training canine policemen was 
established at Greenheide. Ger­ 
many, in 1920. However, before 
this the city of Ghent, Belgium, 
was recognized as the world 
leader in the use of police dogs 
and it was from that city that 
the use of dogs for police work 
spread to America. 
The first canine corps in the 
New World was begun in New* 
York City by the police commis­ 
sioner in 1907 with six trained Bel­ 
gian Sheep dogs 
for operational 
and breeding purposes. 
As time 
went on the German Shepherd’s 
qualities proved so compatible for 
police work that the London. Eng­ 
land, police discarded the legen­ 
dary 
bloodhound 
in its 
favor. 
London police now 
have more 
than 300 dogs in use. 
There are many differences be­ 
tween a man and a dog. One 
principal difference,

Behind this fear is a belief by Justice Department experts that 
recent riots cannot be blamed entirely on poverty, unemployment, 
and He facto segregation. The blame, they feel, 
must be shared by reckless leaders who have by 
sheer denwgoguery turned a substantial number 
of ghetto dwellers against the forces of law and 
order. 
But cries of police brutality are not confined 


to 1am Angeles and Chicago. Often baseless, often 
malicious, the allegations are echoed and re­ 
echoed throughout the country. Consider the fol­ 
lowing incidents: 
Two Newark. (N .J.) policemen stopped a car 


for a series of minor traffic violations. The driv­ 
er. a Negro ex-convict named Lester lA»ng. leaped 
from the auto and slashed one of the officers, 
William Provost, with a knife. When l-ong sought to flee, officers 
Henry Martinez drew his gun and ordered him to halt. But Iking 
kept on running. Martinez fired and the fugitive fell to the street, 
dead. 
Leaders of Newark CORE immtiliatcly ordered demonstrations 


to protest “ police brutality.” A CORE chieftain, Fred Means, 
urged his followers “ to turn this town peacefully and non-violently 
upside down.” 
Hundreds of angry Negroes responded to the call and marched 


upon City’ Hall. It made little difference that a blue rihbon grand 
jury had thoroughly probed the “ murder" and found officer Mar­ 
tinez fully justified in his action. 
A New Aork policeman, Sheldon Iklbouitz, sought last month 


to arrest a Negro hoodlum. Nelson Erby, on charges of disorderly 
conduct. The Negro drew a knife and in the furious struggle that 
ensued. Leobowltz was seriously wounded and Erby was killed. 
Leaders of Brooklyn CORE assailed the “ wanton murder” of 


Erby (whose record of 13 arrests included an earlier attack on a 
cop). The chairman of Brooklyn CORE, M. R. Owens, insisted that 
Erby was mentally retarded. 
“ Instead of treating him like a child, they treated him like a 


beast. ’ Owens told several hundred Negroes, at a street-comer rally 
in the heart of Bedford-Stuvvesant, the Brooklyn ghetto. 
leaders of the Communist splinter group, the Progressive Labor 


Party*, circulated broadsides that carried a picture of officer Lei- 
bowiti and tile words, “ wanted for murder.” 
(O R E leaders charged that Erby had been murdered in cold 


blood, that he had been shot in the back of the head. Erby'» body 
was exhumed at Cypress Hill Cemetery and a new autopsy was 
performed in the presence of a CX)RE representative. The charge 
was shown to be false. 
The New York Dally News reported that a witness to the slay­ 
ing. a Negro, had been threatened by men who described them­ 
selves as (O R E members. Ills wife was also warned that she faced 
bodily harm If her husband testified before a grand jury probing 
the Erby “ murder.” (CORE leaders denied anv knowledge of the 
threats.) 


But the witness testified. So did others who had seen the fatal 


Ktrufgle. The grand jury, after an exhaustive investigation, exon­ 
erated Leibowitz, asserting that he had acted in a “ lawful and 
justifiable manner in defense of himself.” 
There was no apology from Brooklyn CORE. It dismissed the 


grand jury report as a whitewash and promised new demonstra­ 
tions again police brutality. 


Such demonstrations ran lead to racial violence. Civil Rights 


militants recently assailed the “ white power structure" and police 
brutality at a Morristown. N.J.. rally, ttithin an hour, a pack of ten 
Negroes had jumped a lone policemen. Daniel Prrkalis, and beaten 
him senseless. 


The Chicago demonstrations of last week werr fanned bv Negro 


extremists who circulated leaflets proclaiming falselv. “ DRUNKEN 
WHITE FIREMAN KILLS BIJU ’K WOMAN.” 
One night a Chicago civil rights group held a fiery rally in a 


racially tense neighborhood and speaker after speaker assailed the 
city's while officials. The audience was whipped into a frenzy and 
cries of “ revenge" became louder and more persistent.

Things have come to a pretty 
pass when young women who are 
old enough to hold down jobs In 
the business world know so little 
about dressing appropriately that 
management thinks the only solu­ 
tion is to put them in uniform. 


That’s one solution — the easy 
one — but it would be a lot more 
helpful to working girls if the 


companies they work far fiv e 
them a little on-the-job training 
about the proper way to dress for 
the business world and insisted 
that they do so. 


It could be done by fashion 
shows emphasizing the right and 
wrong way to dress, including 
suitable and unsuitable hair styles 
for daytime 


Any employe who didn’t take 
the hint and continued to come 
to work in the wrong kind of 
clothes could find in her pay 
envelope a printed form on 
which was checked the one or 
more way» in which she was 
failing 
to 
be 
appropriately 
turned out: “ hair style too elab­ 
orate for daytime wear,” “ too 


much eye make-up,” “ dress too 
tight or too low cut” or "more 
suitable for a cocktail party 
than for an office.” 


The offending employes might 
not like such personal criticism 
but if they didn’t learn anything 
at home or at school about proper 
dress, they need to get it some­ 
time. The alternative may well 
be a business world in which 
more and more women will be 
forced into uniforms, simply be­ 
cause some of them have never 
been taught how to dress ap­ 
propriately. That’s a kind of a 
grim picture, isn’t it?
